Hospice to give care 
in patients’ homes 



PATIENTS with ter¬ 
minal illnesses will be 
able to get care in their 
own homes thanks to a 
pioneering scheme 
which is being launch¬ 
ed next week. 

St Nicholas Hospice Care 
is launching its new com¬ 
munity team on Tuesday 
with a nurse assigned to the 
Newmarket area. 

Ian Norris, fundraiser for the 
Bury St Edmunds-based hospice, 
said the new team will provide 
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support and advice to patients 
and their carers, and hands-on 
care for people in their last weeks 
of life. 

The service will be one of the 
country’s first truly multi¬ 
disciplinary community teams. 

Hospice staff including clinical 
nurse specialists, registered 
nurses and nursing assistants 
will liaise with GPs, district 
nurses and social care teams to 
provide care, all co-ordinated by 
the hospice. 


They will be further supported 
by the hospice’s family support, 
complementary therapy, chap¬ 
laincy and rehabilitation staff, as 
well as by voluntary agencies 
such as Crossroads. 

A launch event will be held at 
the main hospice site in Bury St 
Edmunds on Tuesday. 

Health and social care pro¬ 
fessionals have been invited to a 
drop-in information morning, 
giving them the chance to meet 
the new team and learn about 
their plans. 

A formal presentation will be 
made at 10.30am, and will include 
patient/family members talking 
about what the service will mean 


to them. 

Trevor Farrington, community 
hospice team manager, said: “Our 
team, in partnership with 
professional and lay carers, will 
provide unique, co-ordinated end 
of life care. 

“St Nicholas Hospice Care 
believes strongly that patients 
should have a choice in where 
they receive our support. Our 
new way of working will enable 
this choice, which is a key focus 
of the government’s End of Life 
Strategy. Living and being cared 
for at home whilst supported by 
the appropriate professionals is 
central to our vision.”

YOUNGSTERS hoping to be football stars of 
the future could get a kick-start to their career 
by joining a new scheme run jointly by 
Newmarket College and Newmarket Town 
Football Club. 

Those selected to join the scheme will play for 
the club while gaining certificates towards a 
sporting career. 

Up to 25 students will get the chance to go on 
a two year course enabling them to further 
their careers and skills in football.

A Suffolk police spokeswoman 
said: “The man put himself in 
danger by climbing on to the 
roof, and it is fortunate he did 
not injure himself. 

“This was an audacious theft 
and anyone with information 
about the bell’s whereabouts 
should contact us.” 

The bell was stolen at about 
11.40pm on Saturday, February 
21 .

Woman suffered 
terrifying attack 


A DESPERATE woman 
hurled a kettle through a 
window to try to attract 
attention while she was 
suffering a terrifying 
assault by her boyfriend, a 
court heard. 

Joanne Chambers was unable 
to use her phone after her 
boyfriend Calvin Johnson 
snapped it in half during a 
night of violence at his flat. 

She managed to escape the 
next morning while he on the 
phone and a neighbour took her 
in and called the police. 

Johnson, 23, of Weston Way, 
Newmarket, was jailed for 20 
weeks at Ipswich Crown Court 
after he admitted causing 
actual bodily harm, theft and 
criminal damage. 

Recorder Sandihier Popat 
told Johnson that he had 


narrowly escaped a longer 
sentence. 

He said Johnson had shown a 
“worrying” pattern of 
offending which included 
assaulting a man in a night¬ 
club, another assault outside a 
pub and a domestic incident 
with his current girlfriend. 

But he said he was giving 
Johnson “one last chance” to 
change his ways. 

The court heard that Johnson 
attacked Miss Chambers, 20, 
just 24 hours after he had 
appeared at a magistrates’ 
court for another offence. 

Patricia Doggett, prosecuting, 
said an argument started 
between the couple when they 
returned to Johnson’s flat on 
the evening of February 29 last 
year after a night out. 

Johnson took £20 from Miss 
Chambers’ purse and used her 
phone to order a pizza. 


Miss Doggett said: “There 
then followed a prolonged 
assault which caused Miss 
Chambers to be distressed, 
terrified and afraid.” 

She was thrown about the 
flat and was dragged away from 
the window when she tried to 
call for help. 

She hurled the kettle through 
the window to attract attention. 
But it was not until the 
following morning that she was 
able to escape. 

She was left with bruising 
and swellings as a result of the 
assault. 

Joanne Eley, defence lawyer, 
said that Johnson, the father of 
a year-old child, had taken 
advice from the probation 
service and was getting 
professional help. 

She said he deeply regretted 
what he had done. 


Third charged 

A WOMAN aged 69 is due to 
appear in court with two men 
aged 77 and 66 accused of 
conspiring to launder money. 
Bernadette McGivern, of 
Bridge End Road, Red Lodge, 
was charged with the offence 
following police investigations 
at the Ponderosa scrap yard 
which was at the centre of a 
two-day police operation in 
September. 

Noel Healy, 77, and Harold 
McGivern, 66, also of Bridge 
End Road, Red Lodge, were 
charged with the same offence 
the previous day. 

All three are due to appear at 
Bury St Edmunds magistrates’ 
court on Tuesday, March 10. 
Another man is awaiting 
crown court trial. 

Site raided 

KITCHEN equipment worth 
£2,650 has been stolen from a 
building site. 

A boiler and an extractor fan 
were stolen from a house 
under construction on the site 
at George Lambton Avenue, 
Newmarket, after the patio 
door was smashed. 

Thieves also broke into two 
containers on the site by 
cutting the padlocks. They 
stole another two cookers, two 
extractor fans and a cooker 
hood. More than £300 damage 
was caused.

AN EARL’S estate 
company is facing 
prosecution over 
thousands of old 
tyres which have 
been dumped on 
his land. 

Councillors have 
ordered court act¬ 
ion to be taken 
against Elveden 
Farms, headed by 
Lord Iveagh, a 
senior member of 
the Guinness brew¬ 
ing family 

Action is being 
taken by St Ed- 
mundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council more 
than four years 
after it served an 
enforcement notice 
requiring the re¬ 
moval of 500,000 
tyres and 1,000 
tonnes of shredded 
tyres from land 
owned by the estate 
company 

Last summer all 
the shredded rub¬ 
ber had been re¬ 
moved but more 
than 368,500 tyres 
remained on the 
site at Barnham, 
near Bury St 
Edmunds. 

A consultant 
acting for the com¬ 
pany told the 
council that the 
company was com¬ 
mitted to removing 
the remaining 
tyres within a 
“short time frame”. 


Parishioner finds altar 
fire started by arsonists 


ARSONISTS set fire 
to a church altar - 
but disaster was 
narrowly diverted 
by divine inter¬ 
vention. 

It could have been 
luck or the grace of God 
which saved St Mary’s 
Church in Burwell from 
burning down. 

Parishioners had just 
left morning service on 
Sunday when the drama 
began to unfold. 

The doors of the 
church were open and 
police said the “callous” 
criminals sneaked in 
before starting a blaze. 

They set fire to sacred 
vestments, which were 
draped over the altar at 
the centre of the 
church. 

But one parishioner 
returned to the pews 
because he had 
forgotten minutes from 
the parochial parish 
council meeting. 

Church warden Pat 
Chalmers said: “We had 
just finished the service 
when one parishioner 
luckily returned to get 
some papers he’d for¬ 
gotten. 

“It was then that he 
saw the alter in flames 
and managed to put it 
out. 

“The vestments hang¬ 
ing on the side of the 
altar and the carpet 
were on fire. 

“If it hadn’t been for 
him returning like that 
it could have been 
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disastrous. It could well 
have been divine inter¬ 
vention. It was certainly 
amazing that he return¬ 
ed at that time and 
saved the church.” 

The Rev Canon Steph¬ 
en Earl was saddened by 
the attack. 

He said: “It’s very sad 
when people come into a 
church and commit 
criminal damage for no 
apparent reason. 

“If the fire had not 
been found at such an 
early stage it could have 
been so much worse. It 
could have been very 
serious. Fortunately 
there has been no 
disruption to services.” 

Police are appealing 
for witness to the attack 
which happened bet¬ 
ween 11.35am and just 
after noon. 

The church was open 
to the public at the time. 

Normal services at 
the church have been 
resumed. 

A police spokes¬ 
woman said: “This was 
a callous act of 
vandalism and we are 
appealing for any 
witnesses to get in 
touch.”

Emma Lister, prosecuting, 
said Stevens clashed with 
police outside Newmarket’s 
Golden Lion pub just before 
11pm on January 29 after 
they arrested his younger 
brother. 

He insisted on trying to 
talk to his brother while he 
was in the police van and 
would not go away when Pc 
Mike Chapman told him to. 

Despite the warning, he 
tried to barge past the 
officer and told him: “If you 
have got him, you might as 
well take me as well.”

Fire safety advice will be given 
out at the same time as the car 
wash which will be between 
10am and 3pm on Saturday. 


OFFICIALS from the London 
Olympics have said they have 
not endorsed plans for a 
training camp on the edge of 
Newmarket. 

Proposals for a multi-million 
pound “horse park” on 100 acres of 
land near the “stallion roundabout” 
on the approach to the town have 
been linked with the Olympics. And 
the directors of the company behind 
the project have claimed that the 
facilities could be used by up to six 
equestrian teams taking part in the 
2012 Games. 

But now one of the directors has 
admitted that it was a “mistake” to 
use the Olympic name before 
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gaining planning permission for the 
scheme which includes a 1,100 metre 
gallop, indoor arena and other 
training facilities as well as a hotel 
and business park. 

Larry LeGgatt, one of the men 
behind the Newmarket Equine 
Centre, said: “The criteria are very 
clear. You can’t be classed as a 
facility unless you have planning 
permission or an existing facility 
and we hit that first hurdle. 

“We still hope we can attract a 
team or teams, but we have to be 
careful as the rules are very strict.” 


Doubts over the project’s Olympic 
claims were raised by opponents of 
the scheme from Newmarket’s 
racehorse breeding and racehorse 
training industry 

They are worried that the new 
centre will bring extra traffic to the 
town and could add the risk of 
introducing diseases from non¬ 
thoroughbred horses to the racing 
industry 

A spokeswoman for the London 
Olympics said the Newmarket 
Equine Hospital, which opened last 
year on a site next to the land 
earmarked for the horse park, was 
included in a list of veterinary 
facilities for the visiting teams but 
the horse park had not been put on 


the list. 

She said: “The hospital is a 
separate entity to the horse park. 

“It is down to the national Olympic 
and Paralympic committees to 
decide where to base their teams. We 
do not seek to influence or endorse 
any individual planning application 
to become a training camp.” 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council is considering the 
application for planning permission 
for the park. 

Neighbouring Forest Heath 
District Council has welcomed the 
equestrian aspects of the scheme. 
But it has expressed concern about 
the hotel and business park 
proposals. 


Eight years in jail for armed robber 



VIOLENT armed raider Alan 
Loveridge has been jailed for 
eight years for raids on two 
convenience stores. 

Loveridge, 43, was part of a 
three-man gang who smashed 
their way into the store at 
Brickfields Avenue, on 
Newmarket’s Studlands Park 
Estate, as the owners were 
cashing up. 

But the gang, armed with a 
sawn off shotgun, a large span¬ 
ner and a hammer got more 
than they bargained for when 
the shop owners, Miah and 
Kamal Hussain fought them off 
with a baseball bat and stool. 


The gang left empty handed 
after Kamal Hussain suffered a 
cut head in the struggle. But 
the gang struck again 45 
minutes later in the nearby 
village of Barrow where they 
got away with £2,400. 

The raids happened on 
November 7, 2006, Ipswich 
Crown Court heard. 

Loveridge, of Great Cornard, 
Sudbury, admitted robbery, 
attempted robbery and two 
charges of illegal possession of 
a shotgun. 

Judge Peter Thompson 
imposed an extended three- 
year licence period on Lover¬ 


idge which means he could 
automatically return to jail if 
he commits further offences 
during that period after his 
release. 

David Pickersgill, miti¬ 
gating, said that Loveridge, a 
heroin addict at the time, had 
expressed empathy for the 
victims and had sworn to 
never commit such crimes 
again. 

After the hearing Det Chief 
Insp Neil Luckett, of Suffolk 
police, said: “Alan Loveridge is 
a dangerous criminal who 
sought to target premises in 
Suffolk which he believed were 


vulnerable and, by using a 
firearm and other weapons, 
threatened and intimidated 
staff and members of the 
public. 

“This conviction and sent¬ 
ence should be a reminder to 
those individuals engaged in 
these types of offences that 
Suffolk is not a soft target. 
Suffolk police are fully com¬ 
mitted to extensively investi¬ 
gating these crimes and will 
put those responsible before 
the courts. Today’s sentencing 
of Loveridge shows they will 
receive a substantial custodial 
sentence.”

Woman jockey hurt in fall 


TOP woman jockey Hayley 
Turner was undergoing 
tests in hospital yesterday 
after suffering a head 
injury in a serious fall 
while exercising a horse at 
Newmarket. 

Turner, 26, who last year 
became the first woman to 
ride 100 winners in a year, 
was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital after the fall at the 
town’s gallops. She is 
expected to be kept in 
hospital for several days for 
tests. 

The accident happened as 
she was making a practice 


start from the stalls on one 
of trainer Phil McEntee’s 
horses. 

Mr McEntee, whose 
stables are in Hamilton 
Road, Newmarket, said: “I 
feel awful it happened on 
one of my horses. 

“She was jumping out of 
the stalls and the horse only 
got about 100-150 yards 
before it went down and she 
went head first into the 
ground. They were 
travelling at speed. 

“It was very dramatic and 
the worst thing I’ve seen. 
She was unconscious and 


bleeding from the nose and 
mouth when I got to her. 

“Luckily there were a 
couple of head lads from 
Darley (one of Sheikh 
Mohammed’s racehorse 
organisations) nearby and 
they came to help. 

“The ambulance was 
there very quickly. Her 
mum and dad came and her 
friend Amy Weaver. 

“When I left the hospital 
at 2pm they said there were 
no broken bones but they 
were waiting for the neuro 
surgeon. 

“She is very battered and 


bruised but the initial signs 
are that she will be OK.” 

The horse she was riding, 
called Old Sarum, had to be 
put down after breaking its 
shoulder. 

Turner, originally from 
Nottingham but now based 
in Newmarket, has been 
riding for nine years and 
was joint winner of the 
apprentice championship 
in 2005 with Salem Golam 
when she was the first 
woman to win the top prize. 

She has quickly establish¬ 
ed herself as Britain’s most 
successful female jockey.

MOTORISTS with stylised 
number plates face a fixed- 
penalty fine or prosecution, 
police have warned. 

Suffolk police said they were 
clamping down on illegal number 
plates after they issued 28 £30 fixed 
penalty fines within two weeks. 

Anyone with number plates which 
have been altered to spell out a name or 
with non-approved lettering runs the 
risk of prosecution. 

Acting Sergeant Phil Smith, of the 
Bury St Edmunds roads policing unit, 
said: “It is important that when Suffolk 
Constabulary and our partners in the 
Suffolk Roadsafe group are carrying 
out our function of reducing casual¬ 
ties, we are not hindered when using 
devices such as speed cameras and 
Automatic Number Plate Recognition 
(ANPR). 

“It is also important that witnesses 
are able to accurately read number 
plates of vehicles involved in crime.” 

Anyone who receives two fixed 
penalty notices for the same offence 
risks having their registration 
cancelled by the DVLA.

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Good life ‘has room 
for improvement’ 


CAMBRIDGESHIRE 
residents are convinced 
they live in a good part 
of the world - but there 
is plenty of room for 
improvement. 

The Place Survey, a postal 
questionnaire on satisfaction 
with public services and 
community involvement, 
found 87.3 per cent of people 
in Cambridge thought their 
district was a good place to 
live. 

The city was narrowly 
beaten by Huntingdonshire, 
with 87.9 per cent, and South 
Cambs, where 90.5 per cent of 
residents were happy with 
their district. 

East Cambridgeshire, with 
86.9 per cent, was not far 
behind while Fenland had the 
lowest satisfaction rating with

75.1 per cent. 

Despite these scores, there 
was widespread feeling that 
crime and anti-social beh¬ 
aviour was not being dealt 
with properly - more than two 
thirds of Cambridge residents 
were unhappy with crime- 
busting efforts in the city, and 
the figures were even worse in 
the county’s other districts. 

Councils came in for 
criticism in the survey of 
more than 5,500 residents 
picked at random. In Cam¬ 
bridge, only 43 per cent said 
their council provided value 
for money compared with just 
30 per cent in Fenland. 

Asked about satisfaction 
with how the council runs 


things, the rating was again 
highest in Cambridge at 53 
per cent and lowest in 
Fenland at 43 per cent. 

And while 86.7 per cent of 
Cambridge residents felt peo¬ 
ple of different backgrounds 
got on well, just 45 per cent 
felt “very” or “fairly” strongly 
that they belonged to their 
neighbourhood. The sense of 
belonging was highest in 
South Cambs at 63.9 per cent. 

The city came top for resid¬ 
ents believing they could in¬ 
fluence decisions (41.2 per 
cent) and residents felt police 
and local services were succ¬ 
essfully dealing with anti¬ 
social behaviour (28.8 per 
cent). The survey was run by 
independent company MRUK 
in partnership with the police, 
fire service, the NHS and 
councils. 


Scheme would create 150 jobs 


PLANS to transform a 
former hotel into a specialist 
brain injury unit could 
bring 150 new jobs to the 
Soham area. 

The owner of the Soham 
Lodge Hotel, David Lidford, 
has been approached by a 
specialist care team inter¬ 
ested in the site for an acq¬ 


uired brain injury unit for 
children and young people. 

Proposals for the scheme, 
which would be aimed at 
people aged 16-35 who had 
suffered brain injuries 
following car accidents or 
other incidents, are expected 
to be submitted to East 
Cambridgeshire District 


Council following a primary 
care trust report on the need 
for such a unit in the region. 

The development would 
bring 150 jobs to the area, in¬ 
cluding care assistants and 
kitchen staff, and the centre 
would cater for 20 people at 
different stages of 
rehabilitation.

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‘Hesitant’ driver 
failed breath test 

A MAN stopped by police for 
“hesitant driving” was found to be 
over the drink-drive limit. 

Ezell Crosby 37, of The Street, Beck 
Row, was fined £800 and was ordered 
to pay £60 prosecution costs and a £15 
victim surcharge after he admitted 
driving with excess alcohol. 

Crosby who works at the Lakenheath 
US Air Force base, was also banned 
from driving in Britain for 12 months 
with the option of reducing the ban 
by three months if he completes a 
drink-driving rehabilitation course. 
Rosalind Clark, prosecuting at Bury 
St Edmunds Magistrates’ Court, said 
Crosby gave a breath test reading of 
53 micrograms of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of breath. The legal limit is 
35mcg. 

She said he was stopped in the early 
hours of February 15 after a police 
officer’s attention was drawn to his 
“hesitant” driving. 

Man spared jail 

A FORMER heroin addict has been 
spared jail for supplying drugs to 
another user. 

Martin Drake, 43, was arrested as part 
of Operation Armstrong after he sold 
a £10 wrap of heroin to another user 
in Devonshire Road, Cambridge. 
Drake, of The Bungalow, Six Mile 
Bottom, had admitted supplying class 
A drugs when he appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court last year. 
Judge Jonathan Haworth told Drake, 
who was appearing for sentencing, 
that it was a case of “one addict 
supplying another”. 

He handed Drake, who is now drug- 
free, a 12-month community order, 
which will see him do 150 hours of 
unpaid work in the community

Mystery as firm 
suddenly closes 
furniture stores 


THE sudden closure of a furn¬ 
iture business with a branch in 
Mildenhall is shrouded in myst¬ 
ery. 

The Cane Collection, which is linked 
to the well-known store Ocean Cargo, 
unexpectedly shut its doors in Ely and 
Mildenhall. 

No signs were put up in the store 
windows and it is not known whether 
the closure is temporary or permanent. 

One shopper said they were ushered 
out of the Ely store over the weekend 
and staff said the shop would be closed 
to the public. 

The woman, who did not want to be 
named, said: “One minute I was paying 
for some conservatory furniture I had 
chosen and then I was being ushered 
out of the door. 

“I got to pay for my goods but a 
member of staff hurried us out and 
said they would have to close.” 

No-one from The Cane Collection or 
Ocean Cargo were available for comm¬ 
ent. 

Elaine Griffin-Singh, chairman of 
the Ely Traders’ Association, said: “I 
noticed the store has been empty all 
week but do not know why.”

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How shops can get 
a new lease of life 


Town hall leaders say high street shops lying empty because 
of the economic downturn could be used for community 
purposes. JOHN DOWNING reports. 


THE impact of the 
deepening recession 
is evident for all to 
see as an ever- 
increasing number 
of shops go out of 
business. 

Once-bustling high 
streets have been dis¬ 
figured by the growing 
number of businesses 
that have gone to the 
wall. 

A survey in January 
found 35 shops were 
boarded up in Cam¬ 
bridge city centre and 
the story is equally 
depressing in other 
towns. 

Now the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Association 
(LGA) says high streets 
risk becoming “ghost 
towns” unless urgent 
action is taken to fill the 
empty shops, either 
with new businesses or 
community projects. 

Margaret Eaton, LGA 
chairman, said: “Rows 
of boarded-up shops are 
a sad reflection of the 
recession. Not only do 


they signal a local 
economy in decline, 
they also become a 
hotspot for anti-social 
behaviour and drag 
down the whole feel of 
an area. 

“Decisive action must 
be taken to stop our 
high streets turning 
into ghost towns. The 
best option is for new or 
existing businesses to 
move into empty prem¬ 
ises. 

“Empty shops could 
provide a range of ser¬ 
vices to benefit people 
during the recession. Be 
it an information centre 
or a bring-and-buy sale, 
these things could be 
done without spending 
significant amounts of 
money” 

The call was backed 
by councillors and bus¬ 
iness leaders. Emma 
Thornton, Cambridge 


city centre manager, 
said: “We are working 
with a number of organ¬ 
isations to tackle the 
problem of empty shop 
units. Lots of people 
have come forward with 
ideas and there will be 
some new uses quite 
quickly” 

Cambridgeshire 
county councillor Geoff 
Heathcock said: “We 
need to be giving help to 
landlords who are 
finding it tough to let. 

“I work in Sawston, 
where three shops on 
the High Street are 
closed and empty and 
three more in Morley’s 
Place, just off the High 
Street.” 

An LGA survey found 
87 per cent of councils 
in the East of England 
reported an increase in 
the number of empty 
properties in town 


centres. The idea of 
using empty shops as 
community areas was 
used by squatters last 
year at the controversial 
site for a proposed Tesco 
Express store in Mill 
Road, Cambridge. 

Anti-Tesco campaign¬ 
ers held an art exhib¬ 
ition, tango classes, 
boxing classes, a band 
night and film screen¬ 
ings in the store. 

Latest figures from 
the city council show 
around 40 vacant units 
in the historic city 
centre core and 30 more 
in and around The 
Grafton, other retail 
parks and shopping 
streets. 

Empty shops are 
appearing across the 
region. St Neots has 
seen the loss of Wool- 
worths, Rosebys and 
Priceless Shoes, while

empty windows peer on 
to the High Street from 
the former Handyman 
Shop, Cardfair, and a 
baker’s shop. 

In Newmarket, there 
are four closed shops in 
the High Street and The 
Guineas shopping 
centre - Woolworths, 
Judith Fisher’s fashion 
shop, Adams children’s 
clothes and Linen and 
Things. At least two 
others have “closing 
down” signs. 

Ely lost Woolworths 
and Priceless Shoes. 
Furniture firm Ocean 
Cargo also called it a 
day and hat hire shop 
Mad Hatters has not yet 
been filled. 

Cllr Mike Hibbs, 
mayor of Saffron 
Walden, said there 
were at last seven 
vacant shop units 
including Woolworths, 
Cardfair and Eaden 


Lilley 

He said: “If 

landlords could 
consider lending out 
empty shop fronts to 
community groups, 
such as the Scouts, it 
would be much better 
than having them 
boarded up.” 

In both Huntingdon 
and St Ives, the former 
Woolworths branches 
are among the biggest 
sites that stand vacant, 
but Sue Fisher, of St 
Ives Town Initiative, 
said moves to rev¬ 
italise shopping areas 
must come from the 
Government. 

In Royston, a num¬ 
ber of shops are 
standing empty in the 
High Street, with the 
closure of Woolworths 
leaving a big gap. 

Even before the 
downturn, there were 


eight empty units in 
one street - Angel 
Pavement - but town 
centre manager 
Geraint Burnell said 
three already had new 
occupiers and he was 
hopeful only one would 
be left empty by the 
summer. 

He advocated the 
route firms in Royston 
took to launch Royston 
First - a “business 
improvement district”. 

He said: “I don’t 
think local authorities 
can be expected to play 
favourites between 
locations and sectors. 
They have far too many 
constraints and too 
many calls upon their 
time and budgets to 
micro-manage the local 
economy 

“What they can and 
are doing, as far a 
possible, is to clear the

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Last bid to find stables compromise 


In our weekly column, 
reporter JOHN GOODE 
takes a look behind the 
racing scene to bring you 
news from in and around 
the stables. 


A DEVELOPER behind plans 
to build new racehorse 
stables has warned 
councillors he is making a 
“last attempt” to reach a 
compromise over the 
scheme. 

The plans for new stables at The 
Kremlin Stud, in Snailwell Road, 
Newmarket, have been opposed by 
some people living in nearby 
Malcolm Way. 

Last month councillors rejected a 
previous planning application for the 


stable yard despite hearing that it 
had been reduced in size and would 
be sited further from the houses. 
Council planning officers argued that 
the scheme was acceptable. 

Now Christopher Ranson, who has 
made the application through his 
FMFM Ltd company, has submitted 
a new application with a further 
reduction in size. He has also moved 
the site 0.6 metres further away from 
the houses. 

In a letter to Forest Heath District 
Council Mr Ranson said: 

“Committee members are clearly not 
aware of the pressures facing the 


racing industry and the threat these 
pressures represent for Newmarket. 
“Last year the averages at horse 
sales dropped in some cases by 
over 50 per cent with clearance 
rates at historically low levels. As the 
effect of these sales start to work 
their way through the system, we 
will, and are starting to see, the loss 
of substantial numbers of owners 
and horses out of training.” 

He said it was “extraordinary” for the 
council to make decisions which 
discouraged investment in the racing 
industry at a time when racehorse 
trainers were already “struggling to 


survive . 

He said an appeal would be made 
against last month’s refusal of 
planning permission. 

At last month’s meeting the district 
council’s planning committee 
approved an application for 
permission to build a house for a 
trainer at the new stables as well as 
allocating land to “turn out” the 
horses and a horse walker 
enclosure. 

The new application will be 
considered by the committee later 
this year.

Alcoholic admits breaching Asbo 


AN ALCOHOLIC was 
found slumped behind a 
pub just nine days after 
being given an anti-social 
behaviour order. 

David Schrek, 38, was 
subject to an asbo ban¬ 
ning him from being 
drunk, or drinking in a 
public place. 

The order was imposed 
in court on Tuesday Feb¬ 
ruary 17. But he found 
himself back in front of 
the magistrate nine days 


later after police found 
him slumped against a 
wall at the back of the 
Golden Lion pub in 
Newmarket High Street. 

He was arrested and 
taken to a police cell 
where two small pieces of 
herbal cannabis were 
found when he was 
searched. 

Schrek, of Exning Road, 
Newmarket, admitted 
breaching the Asbo and 
illegal drug possession 


when he appeared at Bury 
St Edmunds. 

David Stewart, defence 
solicitor, said Schrek had 
just found new accommo¬ 
dation and had gone out 
drinking with one of his 
neighbours in the same 
house. 

“He is a chronic alco¬ 
holic,” said Mr Stewart. 
“The asbo is just setting 
him up to fail. He only 
commits offences because 
he drinks too much.” 


The court heard that 
Schrek was already sub¬ 
ject to a community order 
but had so far not seen his 
supervising probation 
officer. 

After hearing that 
Schrek had spent a night 
in police cells, the magis¬ 
trates decided to impose a 
nominal one day’s im¬ 
prisonment for the offen¬ 
ces. They also ordered 
that the drugs should be 
confiscated.

Drink-drive husband 
a hero, says his wife

THE wife of a self- 
styled “Lord” has def¬ 
ended her husband 
after he crashed his car 
while four times the 
drink-drive limit. 

“Lady” Natalie Cowell, 26, 
told the Weekly News about 
her air steward husband’s 
battle with alcohol. 

And Matthew Cowell, 46, 
of Park Street, Dry Drayton, 
explained how his actions 
have torn his life apart. 

He was on the A14 at Kent- 
ford in October last year 
when the crash happened. 

Mrs Cowell described him 
as a hero who saved the lives 
of two children. 

She said: “Matthew would 
help anyone. He has been an 
air steward for 21 years and 
has resuscitated two babies 
on flights and stopped a 
drunk getting into the 
cockpit.” 

And she spoke of how her 
husband has been an anti¬ 
drink-drive campaigner. 

She said: “He was knocked 
down when he was younger 


and had to have 80 stitches 
and plastic surgery on his 
face. It’s ironic but he even 
appeared in an episode of 
World in Action to highlight 
the dangers of driving while 
drunk.” 

The couple had rowed that 
night and Mr Cowell sat up 
until the early hours 
drinking vodka. The crash 
happened while he was on 
his way to see his sister in 


Girton the next morning to 
discuss the situation. 

Mrs Cowell, who launched 
a petition on the Downing 
Street website calling for the 
sale of alcohol at petrol 
stations to be banned, said: 
“He is prepared to go to 
prison.” 

Mrs Cowell said the 
couple took the titles of 
Lord and Lady “just for a 
bit of fun”. 


Magistrates at Bury St 
Edmunds warned Cowell 
that prison had not been 
ruled out when they 
adjourned the case. 

Cowell told police he was 
responsible for the crash, the 
court heard. 

He and the other driver 
were injured and were taken 
to West Suffolk Hospital, 
Bury St Edmunds, by 
ambulance. 

A blood sample showed 300 
milligrams of alcohol in 100 
millilitres of blood. The legal 
limit for driving is 80mg. 

On talent spotting website 
www.starnow.co.uk, Cowell 
appears as “Lord Matthew 
Cowell”, and describes 
himself as a model, actor, 
musician and entertainer. 

Mr Cowell, who was part 
of the crew on Nelson 
Mandela’s flight to London 
after his release from 
captivity, said: “I want to 
apologise to everyone 
concerned and am happy to 
take my punishment. This 
has been devastating. I 
would urge people not to do 
what I did.” 

He is due to be sentenced 
on March 19.

DANCING on Ice queen Clare Buckfield 
is hanging up her blades for a turn in 
musical sci fi classic Little Shop of 
Horrors which comes to the city’s Arts

She’s pulled off death-defying skating moves on 
live television, wowed the West End and starred 
in one of the best-loved sitcoms of the 90s, but 
there’s one thing daredevil actress Clare 
Buckfield still yearns to do.

■ THE FIAT 500 ABARTH ... top of the wanted list. 


THOSE of you with a long 
enough memory will also 
remember that back in the 
day, a talented and dis¬ 
tinctly bonkers man by the 
name of Carlos Abarth 
spent many hours tuning 
the 500 - among other Fiat 
products - and went racing, 
writes Matt Joy: 

It takes a particularly twisted 
kind of genius to tune a 594cc 
engine, but it worked, and now the 
new 500 has been given a similar 
sting in its tail - and it wears the 
Abarth scorpion badge as a 
reminder. 

It’s hard not to get excited just 
by looking at the 500 Abarth. 
Where the standard car is un¬ 
questionably cute and endearing, 
the Abarth appears to have taken 
some self-defence lessons, been 
down the gym and picked up an in- 
yer-face attitude along the way. It 
looks pumped up and ready for 
action, thanks to the chunky alloys 
and bodykit, but there’s still plenty 
of choice for customisation. 
Graphics, a choice of alloy wheels 
and roof decals are all available - 


though if you ask me, the side 
stripes are essential. 

There’s just as much fun to be 
had on the inside. There’s a pair of 
chunky sports seats, the steering 
wheel has a flattened bottom and is 
wrapped in leather, and there’s a 
smart roof lining and privacy 
glass at the back too. 

The Abarth 500 is far from all 
show and no go. Under the cutest 
bonnet in motordom lies the 1.4- 
litre turbocharged petrol unit 
you’ll also find in the Grande 
Punto Abarth. Here it pumps out 
135bhp and 1521b ft of torque - 
only in Sport mode though. It’s 
that torque figure that makes the 
difference: the grunt starts to 
make its presence felt from low 
down in the revs, but keep the 
throttle pinned and it scoots round 
to the rev limiter with impressive 
vigour and a keen rasp from the 
exhaust. 

That’s only half the story 
though. The Abarth 500 has not 
abandoned its frugal heritage in 
the transformation to baby hot 
hatch. The key is the Sport button, 
fitted as standard and located on 
the dash. In the Normal default 
mode, the engine delivers only 


1321b ft of torque, 
and the pod- 

mounted rev 

counter flashes at 
you when you reach 
the optimal gear- 
change point for 
economy. All that 
helps it to achieve 
43.4mpg on the 
combined cycle and 
a not-unreasonable 
155g/km of C02. But 
punch that button 
and you get the full 
corral of horses, the 
steering is heavier, 
the throttle responds more clearly 
- and the rev counter now flashes 
at you when you reach the red line. 

The chassis is there to back it up 
too. The expected stiffer springs 
and dampers are present and 
correct, and while the occasional 
bump reminds you of just how 
stiff it is, it’s far from intolerable 
and the Abarth is still fine to use 
every day. That’s not the end of the 
story either. An extra £2,500 on top 
of the standard price will secure 
you the esseesse pack - a tuning 
kit fitted by the dealer at any time 
in the first 12 months after 


purchase that pushes the engine 
output to 160bhp, adds 17-inch 
alloys with high-spec Pirelli tyres, 
better brakes, stiffer suspension 
and tyre pressure monitoring. It 
turns the Abarth into a real rocket 
- plus it comes in its own branded 
crate, which is worth it for the 
geek-factor alone. 

Basically... 

Given that the Abarth is the new 
kid on the block, has the style and 
the performance as well as the 
cache of that historical badge, it 
may just be at the top of the most 
wanted list.
